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CLOSING OF THE REICHSRATH. 
Francis Joseph, the Emperor of Austria, closed, on Saturday 
last, the sittings of the Reichsrath with a speech which shows 
how successfully a people may be governed when they are 
invested with the privilege, and its concurrent responsibility, 
ef having a voice in the laws to which they are amenable. 
The Emperor was schooled in the belief that subjects are 
made for Monarchs, not Monarchs for subjects. Ruthless 
adversity has compelled him to renounce his self-flattering 
creed. Stern events, which brought his empire to the very 
verge of dissolution, have constrained him, after having done 
obstinate battle for the theory of government assiduously 
instilled into his conscience from childhood, to recognise the 
principle that ultimate sovereignty is a right which, in 
the present age, can only be maintained with the consent 
ef the governed. The Hapsburgs, like the Bourbons, 
have inherited from their ancestors the wnfortunate re- 
putation of being equally unable to forget and to learn. 
Francis Joseph of Austria seems to have illustrated the 
adage that “ there is no rule without an exception.” That he 
has broken through, or, perhaps, it would be more correct to 
say, has been forced through, the trammels by which it was 
attempted to bind his judgment and his sympathies is a fact 
patent enough to the world, whatever may chance to have 
been its efficient cause. The Autocrat of 1848 is the Con- 
stitutional Monarch of 1869. He may still retain his earlier 
views of the indefeasible and sacred character of his Imperial 
rights ; but he has been wise enough to bow his head to storms 
which would otherwise have overwhelmed him. 

The Reichsrath, or Legislative Congress of Austria, which 
the Emperor released from its labours on Saturday, and which 
exercises analogous functions in regard to the Cisleithan 
nationalities in the empire to those which the Diet exercises in 
regard tothe Hungarian kingdom, is a comparatively novel insti- 
tution. Originally projected with a view to the inclusion of 
Hungary, and proving an utter failure in relation to that view, it 
has admirably succeeded within the less pretentious sphere to 
which the persistent refusal of Hungary to merge its separate 
nationality in the Austrian empire had happily doomed it. The 
work which it has done during the last few months rivals in 
ite extent, will probably be as beneficial in its consequences, 
and promises to prove as solid and lasting, as any political 
reformation of the present age. It has placed the liberties of 
the various peoples of the empire upon broad and durable 
foundations. Without disturbing the ancient dynasty—and, 
indeed, while really sheltering Monarchy behind increased 
means of defence—it has constructed a stronghold of consti- 
tutional law in which Liberty may be well content to fix her 
seat. And it has done so, not, it is true, without many and 
severe struggles, but by legitimate forces and appliances, and 
without disorder. All estates have concurred in setting 
upon the outcome of an essentially revolutionary impulse the 
stamp of an unchallenged authority. Henceforth Austria may 
boast of having secured for herself, under Imperial auspices, 
the possession as well as the guarantees of civil freedom, and 
of having thereby placed herself abreast of the most favoured 
States of Europe. 

What the work of the Reichsrath has been was summarily 
described in the Emperor's speech from the throne on closing 
its sittings. .The Houses were convoked when the gloomy 
shadow of dark and threatening clouds overspread the 
empire ; they were dismissed when most of those clouds had 
rolled away, and the political sky was clear and bright. Even 
Francis Joseph had consented to utter words on the occasion 
which were radiant with joy at the present condition of affairs. 
His subjects had come under “an entirely new order of 
things.”” The Constitution which had united the Cisleithan 
provinces had defined “a large field for the autonomous 
government of the country, and given the finishing stroke to 
the compromise with Hungary.” Duality, instead of having 
resulted, as it was believed by many it must, in military 
weakness, had “drawn the band of union more closely round 
the Monarchy, and had also increased its power.’ And 
hence a powerful guarantee for the maintenance of peace. 
There was even hope of speedily restoring the Imperial 
finances to a sound basis, and thereby of concurrently pro- 
moting “public economy, the reform of taxation, and the 
general improvement of commerce.” . 

The legislative fruits of the Reichsrath during the Session 
just terminated, according to the Emperor's specification of 
them, are characterised by their worth, as well as by their 
variety. Take, for instance, the department of judicial 
administration. An ultimate court of appeal, as we should 
call it—“ a supreme tribunal of the empire,” as it is designated 
by the Aus‘srians—has been constituted, by which, in the last 
instance, the relation of acts of all kinds to the law of the 
land, and especially of all proceedings resorted to by official 
authority, will in future have to be determined in case of 
dispute. The Judges have been made independent of the jl 
of the Government. The criminal law has been reformed. 
Press offences are to be admitted to trial by jury. Imprison- 
ment for debt has been abolished. Usury laws have been 
repealed. Pass on to the scarcely less important enactments 
affecting the ecclesiastical and semi-ecclesiastical rights of the 
Emperor's subjects, and the wisdom and liberality which 
have presided over the labours of the Reichsrath are 
quite as strikingly displayed. Equal civil rights have 
been granted to the professors of all religious creeds ; 
education has been released from the restrictions heretofore 
imposed upon it by the Church; marriage has been recog- 
nieed as a purely civil contract; and in numerous other 
matters sacerdotal authority has been curtailed where it 
affected prejudicially the civil interests of the people. As it 
regards facilities of intercommunication and the extens‘on of 
commerce, several railway bills have been passed, and com- 
mercial, postal, and telegraphic conventions have been 
sanctioned. 

The concluding sentences of the Emperor's speech indi- 


cated his personal satisfaction with the vast changes which 
have been initiated by his Government and matured by the 
Legislature. Of the ecclesiastical and educational reforms to 
which his assent has been given he observed, “I trust that 
these laws will endure as the basis of a peaceful organisation 
between the Church and the State. The law relating to 
popular schools will elevate the education of the country to 
such a degree as must constitute the surest foundations for 
the welfare of the monarchy and the people.’ Then, after 
the expression of his hope that in the next Session of the 
Reichsrath those who still hold aloof from it will seek to be 
represented therein, he added, “ Austria must afford equal 
justice and protection to all her different nationalities. The 
Constitution is the groundwork upon which this object is to 
be obtained. An understanding among the several races of 
the empire must certainly be arrived at, because this cannot 
fail to be the ultimate result, and because Austria alone offers 
to all her peoples protection, freedom, and the preservation of 
their independence and peculiar institutions.” 

While suppressing a smile at the national self-complacency 
of the Emperor, England will undoubtedly share his satis- 
faction with the political progress of his subjects. She will 
watch that progress with unalloyed pleasure. On the 
ground of good-will she cannot but rejoice in the wide 
extension and firm establishment of constitutional rule 
in whatsoever part of the world. Not her sympathies 
only, but also her interests, must induce her to witness with 
high gratification the changes which have passed and are still 
passing over the political condition of Austria, because a 
powerful, contented, progressive Austria is the best guarantee 
for the maintenance of peace throughout Europe. In no 
country will the facts set forth in the Emperor’s speech excite 
a heartier satisfaction than in this. As we read the telegraphic 
summary of his address from the throne, the well-known but 
ever fresh language of our great dramatist—‘“‘ Sweet are the 
uses of adversity’’—again and again recurs to our thoughts, 
like the refrain of a song. May the brightest anticipations of 
Francis Joseph for his subjects be speedily realised ! 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, May 20. 

The election meetings have come to a close, for the law prescribes 
six days’ calm before the’ votes are polled, during which time the 
cards of electors are in course of issue at the different Paris mairies. 
Not only are all the walls and hoardings throughout the city covered 
with candidates’ addresses on coloured papers of brilliant shades— 
the use of plain black-and-white posting bills being illegal except 
for Government and municipal purposes—but in the outskirts of 
the city you find them largely stuck upon private houses when the 
owners hold the same political principles as the candidate. Con- 
sidering the importance of the ensuing struggle, the most perfect 
calm now reigns everywhere. At the latter end of last week there 
were several disorderly assemblages dissolved by the commis- 
saries of police, when immense crowds congregated round the place 
of meeting and paraded the streets singing the “‘ Marseillaise.’’ The 
first of these demonstrations took plece outside the Théatre 
du Chitelet, where a ked meeting of the friends of 
M. Emile Ollivier was being held, and it was only after 
numerous arrests had been made and the sergens-de-ville 
had charged the crowd, that the assemblage di The 
following evening there was a similar demonstration outside the 
Cirque Napoléon, when numerous gaslamps were broken, and while 
the police were engaged in making arrests an officier de paix received 
some severe injuries. The crowd marched in the direction of the Place 
de Bastille, singing, of course, the inevitable ‘‘Marseillaise,’’ when 
a body of cavalry emerging from one of the side streets suddenly 
deployed upon the place and with drawn swords drove the mob before 
them at a sharp trot. Some one or two of the ublican journals 
affirmed that numerous persons were injured by both soldiers and 
police, but there is every reason to believe that their statements 
were greatly exaggerated. Indeed the editor of one newspaper 
has been cited before a Juge d’Instruction to furnish proofs of 
his accusations against the police. 

The result of these gatherings has been the issue of a police 
ordinance prohibiting the assemblage of crowds upon the public 
way, and notifying that if necessary they would be a by 
in force.

The formal closing of the Reichsrath took place on Saturday, 
the Emperor delivering in person the speech from the throne. His 
Lar go A ressed his satisfaction with the labours of the assambly, 
and referred to the friendly relations between Austria and other 
Powers as a guarantee for the maintenance of peace. The financial 
prospects of the empire were spoken of by the Emperor in hopeful 
terms, and the measures of the past Session, embodying important 
social reforms, enumerated. is Majesty, in conclusion, spoke of 
the necessity of a good understanding between the various races of 
the empire, and said it could not fail to be brought about, as Austria 
offered to all of them freedom and independence. 

The Emperor has conferred orders upon several members of the 
Cabinet. Herr von Plener receives the grand cross of the Order 
of Leopold ; and Herren Hasner, Herbst, Brestel, and Count Potecki, 
the first class of the Order of the Iron Crown. 

In last Saturday’s “yy. of the Upper House of the Hungarian 
Diet the draught of the Address as proposed by the Committee on 
Address was, after a short debate, adopted unanimously. 

SWITZERLAND.

AMERICA, 

President Grant has issued a proclamation ordering an election to 
take place, on July 6, in Virginia, on the new State Constitution. 
He orders at the same time thvt a separate vote should be taken on 
the sections of the Constitution which disenfranchise participants 
in the rebellion, and which enforce the test oath for officials 
assuming office. 

The Legislature of Connecticut has ratified the 15th comstitu- 
tional amendment prohibiting the denial or abridgment of the 
right to vote on account of race, colour, or previous servitude. 

We learn through the Atlantic cable that Mr. Motley, the new 
Minister to London, sailed from New York on Wednesday, in the 
Cuba, for England. 

A telegram received by the Times states that Mr. Motley has 
been directed not to take any steps to reopen the Alabama contro- 
versy at present. ‘‘ His instructions,’ it is added, “are framed 
with a view to direct action in case the Alabama question is pre- 
sented by England.

THE CRIMEA REVISITED. 


Few places are more familiar to English newspaper readers than 
the famous piece of hilly upland, hardly a dozen miles in length 
and seven or eight miles in breadth, which forms the south-west 
corner of a peninsula of the Russian territory jutting out into 
the Black Sea. This well-known tract of country, bare as our 
South Downs, is bounded on two sides by the coast, from 
Balaklava gomg round Cape Chersonese to Sebastopol, while 
the inlet forming Sebastopol Great Harbour, five miles 
long, and the river Tchernaya flowing thither in a north- 
westerly course from Tchorgoun and the inland valleys, almost 
complete its inclosure. It was upon this ground, during a period 
of 346 days, from September 27, 1854, to September 8, 1855, that 
the allied armies maintained themselves while they attacked the 
line of Russian fortifications along the south side of the town and 
harbour. The right flank and rear of their position, from 
Inkerman, at the head of the Sebastopol inlet, up the 
valley of the Tchernaya as far as Tchorgoun, and thence 
across the plain tow: Balaklava, were thrice assailed by a 
powerful Russian army coming to raise the + On each occa- 
sion—in the battle of Oct. 25, when only the British wy! and 
93rd Highlanders were enga, ; in that of Inkerman, on Nov. 5, 
when the whole of the Bri infantry, with the assistance latter!y 
of some French troops, sustained a long and terrible conflict against 
a much ~~ force; and in repelling the attack of Aug. 16, 1855, 
upon the French and Sardinian tions on the hills above the 

chernaya—the allied armies exhibited the same valour in the field 
that they had shown in forcing the heights of the Alma before they 
reached this ground. But the regular operations of this protracted 
siege were far more difficult, involving the construction of nearly 
sixty miles of trenches, in parallel lines of approach to the Russian 
defences, with the toilsome p tion of the general bombard- 
ments, six times repeated, in w! altogether 800 pieces of artillery 
were employed ; and with frequent partial or incidental combats, 
besides the repulse of several powerful sorties; the successful 
French assaults on im it works, both to the left and 
extreme right of the siogers, line ; the capture of the 
Mamelon or Kamschatka oubt by the French, and of the 
rifle- pits — by the British; the attempts of June 18 to 
storm the M off and n, in which both the allies failed, with 
a great loss of life; and finally, on Sept. 8, the surprise of the 
Malakoff, with the consequent fall of the Redan, which our own 
soldiers had already taken, but were otherwise unable to hold. All 
these events of the astonishin —— that went on during a 
whole twelvemonth in front of Sebastopol remain indelibly fixed in 
the recollection of every grown-up person in this country; and still 
more deeply im on the popular mind are the deplorable 
sufferings of the British army in the winter months, after the 
tempest of Nov. 14, which wrecked some of the ships laden with 
army stores outside Balaklava harbour, wliile the want of a road 
from that port to the camp deprived our brave fellows of all their 
neeiful supplies. H r and extreme cold, the scanty rations 
and bad quality of their food, the lack of proper clothinz, of 
shelter, and of causing a dreadful prevalence of diseases, with 
the absence of all medical appliances, destroyed thousands of men, 
who had confronted the less fatal attack of the enemy; and it was 
by these inflictions, owing to gross neglect and nistration, 
that half the Bri army perished within four months of its land- 
ing in the Crimea. Our total loss of life in the siege of Sebastopol 
was close upon 15,000. The French army, @ much more 
numerous, had a far greater amount of loss; the Turks died very 
fast. The Russian loss, ially in marches and battles, must 
ane ee re See the Allies. It is therefore probable 

at a hundred thousand men, on both sides, perished in less than 
a year anda half. A hundred millions of pounds sterling would 
not nearly cover the money cost of the siege. Such was the price 
at which the Ottoman Empire was rescued from the am- 
bition of the Czar Nicholas and the inordinate power of Russia.

In England, at least, the week which comprises what Lord 
Palmerston called our Isthmian games, does not afford much 
time to politics. Everybody talks about racing matters until 
everybody believes himself interested in them. It were un- 
philosophical to regret that in a hurrying, hard-working 
world there should be such an occasional and exceptional 
lull: its cause is of little consequence, while the desirable 
effect of recreation is produced. Wise men may smile at the 
newborn eagerness of myriads (who for the rest of the year 
never think about a horse except as a means of locomotion) to 
ascertain the prospects of Pretender and Belladrum, but the 
smile ought to be a good-natured one, when it is remembered 
that the caprice is about as harmless as any whim can be, and 
that it no more affiliates the respectable part of society to the 
racing world than a Christmas game of whist turns a quiet 
household into a nest of gamblers. We have a holiday, and 
it does us good, so the rationality of the excuse for the holiday 
is not a consideration. 

“Ts not all the world Mile-End, mother?” asks a boy in 
one of Beaumont and Fletcher's plays. “No, Michael; not 
all the world, boy; but I can assure thee Mile-End is a goodly 
matter.’’ England is Mile-End for our present purpose, and 
is a goodly matter; but England is not all the world. There 
are regions where the English language is spoken, yet in 
which the name of the Derby produces no flutter—where, 
perhaps, the locality of Epsom is not a clearly-defined idea. It 
is for these dark regions that journalists, who will have but 
an impatient hearing, if any, in their own country, must this 
week make up their chronicle. The task is, in one sense, 
easy, for there is next to nothing to tell. The one question 
which has recently excited us—the question of our relations 
with America—has assumed a pleasanter aspect, and the 
irresponsible politician whose fervid utterances were rather 
hastily credited with a weight which did not belong to them 
is now repudiated as an interpreter of American views, though 
such views are said to be in general accordance with those Mr. 
Sumner put forth. It would seem as if the persistent 
assurances by the late representative of the United States 
that war was impossible, for that the real amity of the two 
nations was perfect, had been too much for one of those 
nations. Mr. Reverdy Johnson assuredly, like the wife of 
Jael, brought forth honey in a lordly dish, and Columbia 
became indignant at his profuse expenditure of affection. 
Mr. Sumner resolved to take the taste of the honey out of our 
mouths, and to prepare us for different fare. He has but 
partially succeeded, or it may be that he has attained all the 
success expected by himself or desired by America. We 
still refuse to believe that war is possible, but we allow 
that several questions which between uncivilised and un- 
Christian nations might lead to war have to be adjusted be- 
tween ourselves and the States. In one of the best of Cooper’s 
novels, an ingenious device is practised by some Indians to 
draw the fire of their antagonists. At a signal each Indian 
makes a rapid circle round the tree behind which he has been 
hidden, and a dozen rifles flash on theinstant from the other side ; 
but no harm isdone. May we, without disrespect, say that Mr. 
Sumner has performed this mancuvre. He has run round his 
tree, and the English press has fired. We are glad to believe 
that no harm has been done; on the contrary, the rivals—for 
‘we will not say enemies—have, perhaps, increased respect for 
each other. At all events, this good thing has been done. 
Mr. Sumner’s non-official demands have been met with a non- 
official reply ; and when officials get to work they will under- 
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stand much better than they have hitherto done what it is 
possible to propose for the adjustment of the American 
dispute. . 

The next matter to which the eyes of politicians will 
turn will be the result of the French elections. Meantime 
the state of Ireland somewhat oceupies those who have 
resolution to continue the study of a disagreeable topic. The 
fiery debatgs in the House of Lords, and the declarations of 

nen of eminence that the tenure of Irish property is menaced, 

and its value vastly deteriorated, have not been without effect, 
and some of the Catholic clergy have felt it their business to 
speak out. Of these Archbishop Leahy is the most dis- 
tinguished, and he has spoken with a directness which we 
have not always had occasion to observe in the addresses of 
his brethren. He‘states that the priests have zealously 
denounced what are called the agrarian outrages, and he adds 
from himself the most solemn warning to his flock against 
“crimes black as hell.” But when he has discharged 
this duty, he must join in the cry against the land- 
lords. “He will not say the agrarian crime arises from 
multiplied and long-continued acts of oppression on the 
part of landlords, because it is not for a Bishop to say 
a hard word of any one if it can be avoided.” But, of course, 
in using those very terms he has taken care not to avoid 
doing that which a Bishop ought, he says, not to do; and he 
proceeds to declare that the “sympathy” of the tenants 
against the other class results partly from the too long pro- 
tracted settlement of the land question. The Archbishop's 
English may be excused as Irish ; but there is less excuse for 
his sentiment. If, also, he likes to substitute the word 
sympathy for the uglier word conspiracy, it is of small 
consequence ; he at once urges as an implied excuse for the 
outbreak of sympathy into crime that a social question of 
great difficulty has not yet been solved by the Legislature. 
When the Archbishop goes on to say that there can be no 
conspiracy because the priests do not know of it, he appears 
for the moment to forget that he is addressing people 
of common-sense, and not an Irish flock. However, he makes 
as much amends as, perhaps, is to be expected in the circum- 
stances by reminding the Irish tenants that shooting land- 
lords is by no means a direct way to obtaining the settlement 
of the land question, but the reverse ; and here we entirely 
agree with him, and part from him in peace, to notice the 
much pleasanter language of another Irish priest, Mr. Burke. 
Over the newly-raised monument to Daniel O'Connell, this 
gentleman, after an eloquent testimony to the services of the 
Liberator, declared that the English are even now forging 
chains for Ireland, but they are chains of gold, to bind the 
two nations together in friendship. England, at all events, 
believes that such is the work she has upon her anvil. 

Not so, of course, believe the champions of Protestant 
ascendancy, who have addressed the Throne, in denunciation 
of the Church Bill, in language which would demand—were 
it worth—yet sterner denunciation. Notso believes the veteran 
combatant, the Dean of: Ripon, who has addressed to 
Mr. Gladstone a “ remonstrance”"’ over which it is less easy to 
be grave than to remember a story of a farmer who said that 
he had remonstrated with an insolent exciseman. “ And to 
what purport?” asked his auditor. “I don’t know what 
you mean by purport; but I know that the poker wur 
so crooked that I wur obliged to get a hammer to 
straightun un.” This is really the way in which 
Dr. M'‘Neile has remonstrated with Mr, Gladstone, and the 
poker has been wielded with exceeding valour. Mr. Gladstone 
is the tool of Papists who desire plunder, and who 
laugh at him behind his back. We had expected something 
better from a polemic who, whatever he may have advocated, 
used to show some skill in battery. We do not think that his 
exploit will distract the minds of many at home from the 
pleasures of the coming week, and we certainly do not record 
it for other readers as anything but a sort of meteorological 
fact, showing that the disturbed state of the political atmo- 
sphere is felt even in the proverbially quiet recesses of a 
Deanery. The Isthmian week over, the Legislature will 
return to the consideration of the Irish Church Bill, and, 
though we doubt not that we shall hear it bitterly assailed, it 
is probable that in an assembly in which the majority are 
laymen we shall be spared the violent language of irate 
theologians.

On Wednesday evening the anniversary festival of the Friend of 
the Clergy Corporation was celebrated at Willis’s Rooms, under 
the presidency of the Duke of Abercorn. The object of the cor- 
poration is twofold—first, to provide pensions, not exceeding £40 
per annum, for the widows and unmarried orphan daughters of 
clergymen of the Established Church; secondly, to afford 
temporary assistance to necessitous clergymen and their families. 
One hundred and seven ladies are receiving pensions of from £30 to 
£40 per annum, the less amount increasing to the greater with 
advancing years; and the payments to them during the past year 
amounted to £4000. To this list of pensioners are added annually, 
by the votes of the subscribers, as many of the candidates as the 
state of the funds will allow. With respect to the second object, 
£10,045 has been granted to clergymen and their families at times 
of great trial and suffering. No fewer than 200 appeals for special 
aid are now before the committee; and the particulars stated in 
some of these applications place beyond doubt the fact that some of 
the working clergy are in very necessitous circumstances.

“The Ancient Mariner,’’ which formed the second portion of the 
concert, the remaining features of which were the overture to 
Spohr’s ‘“‘Faust’’ and Mendelssohn’s. pianoforte concerto in D 
minor, cleverly played by Miss K. Roberts. 

A “Claribel”’’ concert was given at St. James's Hall, on 
Tuesday evening, the programme having chiefly consisted of ballads 
by the recently-deceased lady (Mrs. Charles Barnard) whose pro- 
ductions of this kind, published under the pseudonym sefersed, to, 
have obtained a large popularity in amateur circles.

THE THEATRES. 

The holiday festivals at our theatres maintain the same family 
type, and Whitsuntide fares no better than Easter or Christmas. 
The performances are all of the kind already deemed popular, and 
none of them aim at making popular the higher class of dramatic 
composition. Pantomime, melodrama, burlesque, are the three 
forces that complete the well-worn circle, the mill-horse round. 
Better and more elevated work has no place on the stage at the 
seasons when the house is sure to be crow with people of every 
grade, among them thousands who cannot appear in their places at 
any other time of the year. Such persons, many of them 
respectable members of society, have, therefore, no opportunity of 
becoming acquainted with any other form of drama than the three 
we have mentioned, and naturally leave the theatre with the im- 
pression that they have seen the best. The expenditure evidently 
lavished on these pieces strengthens the impression. 

A more costly get-up has seldom been witnessed than that 
presented by the ry last Monday for the first time. The 
subject and title of the burlesque is “‘Columbus; or, the Original 
Pitch in a Merry Key,’’ which is stated in the bills to have 
been written by Alfred Thompson. The writer evidently be- 
trays a fear that, notwithstanding the protection afforded to 
burlesque by the current practice of theatres, there is some- 
thing in the state of such amusements that indicates a possible 
condition of decay which requires counteraction: he has sought, 
therefore, to impart additional life to it by inoculating it with 
a new element. Mr. Thompson has not cared to produce bur- 
lesque pure and simple, but has invested his work with the cha- 
racteristics of an opéra bouffé, such as delights our lively neigh- 
bours; “Columbus,” accordingly, does not depend on its puns or 
whimsical dialogue, but on vehement elocution, in which the mean- 
ing of a line is lost in its vociferous delivery, and on the attractions of 
music and the ballet. Twenty-four travesties of opera tunes are in- 
cluded inthe musical embellishments, and the premiére danseuse from 
the Grand Opera, Madrid, has been brought over to figure inthe grand 
ballet with which the piece concludes. Among the composer's 
names on whom contributions have been levied are those of Meyer 
Lutz, Offenbach, Bellini, E. Jonas, Gounod, Balfe, Verdi, 
Hervé, Boullard, and Leo Delibes; and by their aid the deficiencies 
of the dialogue, which are legion, are supplied. The characters in 
“‘Columbus”’ are numerous and noisy; but they are not brilliant 
except in their costumerie, which glitters both in civil and savage 
fin The action is shown in five scenes, all i inted 
by Messrs. Gordon, Telbin and Son, and Mat Morgan. umbus 
first ap as a lecturer and a demonstrator, as the latter 
performing the traditional egg-trick, to the astonishment of the 
courtly audience of the ancient Spanish polytechnic.

WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, May 15 :— 
In London the births of 2012 children (1024 boys and 988 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years, 
1859-68, the number, corrected for increase of population, was 2178. 
The deaths in London during the week were 1279. 
The deaths in the present return are less by 130 than the estimated 
amount, and are less by 142 than the number recorded in the pre- 
week. The deaths from otic diseases were 272, the cor- 
rected average number being 217. Four deaths fromsmallpox, 24 from 
measles, 56 ) scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 87 from whooping- 
cough, 18 from typhus fever, 16 from enteric fever, 8 from simple 
continued fever, and 10 from diarrhaa were registered. One hundred 
and oe deaths occurred from phthisis, 117 from bronchitis, 
and 69 . a. Sixty-five persons died from diseases of 
the heart, 160 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 
The deaths of 3 from delirium tremens, of 7 persons from 
nts and 1 adult from suffocation, of 4 children 
and 1 adult from burns or scalds, and of 8 persons who committed

Narrative of the British Mission to Theodore, King of Abyssinia. 
By Hormuzd Rassam, F.R.G.S., First Assistant Political Resident 
at Aden, in Charge of the Mission. (Murray.) The series of pub- 
lications on the subject of the late transactions in Abyssinia may 
properly be closed with this one, which is Mr. Rassam’s own 
account of his journey into that country, with Lieutenant Prideaux 
and Dr. Blanc, to procure the liberation of Consul Cameron and 
the other British captives; followed by his own confinement at 
Magdala during a year and three quarters, till the capture of 
that fortress by Sir Robert Napier. The same incidents have, 
indeed, teen related in a livelier and more graphic style, and 
in a much less space, by Dr. Blanc, whose book is certainly more 
readable, and probably as correct; but Mr. Rassam’s two volumes 
have been very ca ly prepared, and his intimate knowledge of 
Eastern affairs, with his official responsibility for the conduct of 
these negotiations, entitles him to our patient attention. We 
cannot find, however, that he has ~ é new facts of great import- 
ance to relate; and the estimate we had already formed of King 
Theodore’s character, and of the behaviour of all concerned in the 
quarrels and misunderstandings which led to his extraordinary il!- 
treatment of the European residents at his court, remains wholly 
unaltered. Mr. Rassam’s testimony, and his views of the case, 
had long since been made known to us by his despatches to the 
Foreign Office, or his correspondence with Colonel Merewether ; and 
he has little more to say. This book deserves to be placed on the 
library shelves, as a permanent record of the interesting subject to 
which it refers; but that subject has ceased, at the present 
moment, to engage the popular mind. 


The Blackbird of Baden, and other Stories. By Robert Blac’, 
M.A. (Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) Of the seven short 
tales that make up this pretty volume, which bears on its orn1- 
mented cover the tiny figure of a blackbird, perched on a bough to 
warble his native woodnotes wild, the first, though not the longest, 
is the one called “‘The Blackbird of Baden.’’ It is a teader, 
pleasant, but pathetic little story, which does credit both to its 
author’s head and heart; it relates the trials of an honest and 
kindly German family, whose hopes are bound up with the success 
of one of two sisters, Anna Tannhaiiser, in her début as an opera- 
singer. Few readers, we believe, will escape a thrill of gentle sad 
emotion in perusing these slight pages; but they will find an agree- 
able antidote in the mirth roused by some of the other divertin 
sketches. ‘‘An Unexpected Blessing’’ is very droll indeed; an 
“The Pretty Butcheress’’ is full of humour, as well as kindly in 
spirit. The longest story, one called “‘ Married Well,”’ presents a 
less happy aspect of life, and there is a certain element of mysterious 
guilt in one or two of the rest; but we must commend the manly 
morality of ‘“‘Two Turnings to the Right.’’ Mr. Black has a 
firm grasp of his characters, and puts them well through the move- 
ments of the plot, which is the main condition of success as a 
novelist ; his style is agreeably concise, clear, and forcible; and if 
he will forbear allusions to the Greek mythology, on the one hand, 
and trivial sarvcasms about the cockney habits of speech, on the 
other, he will gain high favour in this c of literature. 

Under Lock and Key. By T. W. Speight. (Tinsley.) Lovers 
of the mysterious kind of romance are likely to be well pleased with 
this novel, for it iswritten in good style, and the three volumes abound 
with thrilling incident. There is a young lady who, so far as her 
parentage is concerned, is for a long while as much in the dark as 
the famous Topsy was; there is a sort of haunted room; there is 
a wicked captain ; there is an aristocratic, stern, old lady who paints 
her face ; there is a Sister Agnes; there is a Russian refugee, who 
smokes opium; there is a formidable black man ; there is murder 
and suicide ; there is a letter written in cipher; ani, above all, 
there is a diamond (with a capital d). The diamond, it will be 
readily surmised, is at the bottom of a great deal of the mystery 
and the crime; and it may be interesting to divers and others te 
know that it is probably still at the bottom of a lake, “‘in the 
unsunned —— of the tarn of Ben Dulas,’’ in fact. A pretty, 
idyllic sort of love-passage is interwoven with the main story. tt 
is melancholy to reflect that an otherwise estimable lady is 
induced to keep up the mystification of the reader by telling (vol. i., 
p. 64) a downright falsehood, without which one of the secrets could 
not have been kept ; and then a t many pages would have had 
to be omitted from the second volume. 


Child-World. By the Authors of “Poems Written for a 
Child.”’ (Strahan and Co.) Children, who are not Mozarts or 
Mendelseohns, or, in fact, geniuses, are usually fond of such tunes 
as can be elicited from a musical snuffbox. They prefer even to

east end of the Serpentine; and £355 for forming a line of detatched 
flower-beds on the east side of the Green Park. The vote for 
Kensington Gardens is to be £5269; it includes £820 for a large new 

lant-house, and £640 for iron railing on the site of the old ha-ha 
Cotween the Serpentine Bridge and Rotten-row, to separate the 
gardens from Hyde Park. 

The vote proposed for Regent’s Park and Primrose-hill, £11,922, 
is much less than the vote of last year, which included the cost 
of reducing the depth of the lake. The new works include new 
iron railings and gates to replace decayed wooden fences, £2505, the 
second vote on account of the whole £25,000 required; also £700 
for new plantations in the park, and £112 for a new walk across 
Primrose-hill.

THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 
We resume our detailed review by inviting attention to some of the 
best of the many excellent works by native outsiders and na‘ 
foreigners, which, on the increased wall-space, are generally brought 
nearer the eye. is, however, is not always the case. In man 
instances carelessness or Fo eprpe in the hanging has p! 
pictures deserving a better fate at almost as much disadvantage as 
they could have suffered in Mem ey ye Two t 
examples occur to us—viz., the hoisting of Mr. Stanhope’s ‘ 
of Proserpine’’ (843) and ‘‘ A Thick Nightoff the Goodwins’’ (838), 
by Mr. L. Smythe, to the topmost row in the last room.

in y-i ined contrast to the sudden earthquake convulsion 
and the terrible apparition of the King of Hades. The corn-field 
will suggest to the classical reader the barrenness which Demeter 
brought on the earth in revenge for the complicity of Zeus in her 
daughter's wrong; and also that Proserpine was afterwards com- 
pelled to spend a third of each year with P®iato—the latter portion 
of the myth inly pointing to the concealment of the seed- 
cern in the Fy or, as later writers believed, the burial of the 
body of man, and the immortality of his soul. The colouring, like 
the conception, of this work is remarkably original and noble. Mr. 
Smythe’s picture is totally dissimilar in subject and effect from the

TWO ELECTION MEETINGS 
IN PARIS. 
For the past fortnight Paris has been in a fever of 
excitement over the pretensions of the many can- 
didates seeking election to the C Législatif, 
and this excitement has not restrained itself within 
the walls of the various meeting-places, as it was 
legally bound to do, but has broken out into street 
assem at which the Government invariabl 
looks with no kindly eye, and which it has norm | 
to be dispersed by policemen, and, on one occa- 
sion, by cavalry even. As to the indoor meetings, 
these present a strong contrast in the different 
arrondissements of the city. In the western 
uarter, for instance, and in the neighbourhood of 
e fashionable boulevards they are attended by 
journalists, flaneurs, financiers, and dealers in 
articles de luxe. The place of meeting will be some 
elegant concert-hall, rich in ornamentation ; while, 
as to the tone of the speeches, this will be courteous, 
even if the speaker should exhibit more than the 
customary national vivacity; the Commissary of 
Police and his shorthand writers — invariable 
attendants at all public meetings in France—will, 
on their find their duties little else than sine- 
cures, It is an election meeting such as this, held 
on the Salle de l’Alcazar, in the Rue Faubourg 
Poissonniére to discuss the merits of the different 
candidates presenting themselves for election in 
the 4th Circumascription, of which a representation 
is given on the opposite page. The other Illustra- 
tion depicts an entirely different scene—a meetin 
held in the low quarters of the city, the 9t 
Circumscription, for instance, which includes the 
arrondissement of the Gobelins, the poorest in all 
Paris, where one inhabitant out of every five 
receives public relief in the course of the year.

The spectrum of the 
moon gives no other lines than that of the sun; that of Venus gives 
the stronger lines, but no additional ones; that of Jupiter indicates 
that its atmosphere contains some of the gases and va) "Ss present 
in the earth’s; the blue portion of the spectrum of is mainl 
absorbed, which is probably the cause of its red colour. Wi 
regard to the fixed stars, Mr. Huggins found evidence of the 
existence of hydrogen, sodium, and other metals in Aldebaran, 
and in Alpha in Orion; and no star sufficiently bright to give 
a spectrum has been observed to be without lines. Some nebule 
give ra of bright bands; others give continuous spectra, and 
two of the constituents of the gaseous nebulz are probably hydrogen 
and nitrogen. Professor Tyndall then described the method b; 
which Mr. Janssen, in India, and Mr. Lockyer, subsequently an 
independently in England, had proved that the bright bands of the 
spectrum of the solar protuberances may be seen without the aid of 
a total eclipse. This was effected by sending the light which under 

i circumstances masks the hydrogen bands through a 
number of prisms sufficient to disperse and thereby enfeeble it. 
The phenomena of the rainbow was stated to be due to a beam of 
solar light falling obli —— the surface of a raindrop and —=s 
refracted on entering the p. It is in part reflected at the bac 
of the drop, and on emerging it is again refracted. By these two 
refractions the beam is decomposed and resolved into its coloured con- 
stituents. The rainbow is, in fact, a spectrum in which the drops act 
as prisms. The secondary bow is produced by rays which have under- 
gone two reflections within the drop as well as two refractions at the 
surface, the colour being consequently weakened. The Professor 
next proceeded to give some further illustrations of the wave theory, 
and to show its capability of accounting for the varied phenomena 
of the diffraction or inflection and interference of light, which are 
inexplicable by the emission theory. The lecture was concluded 
with the exhibition of the beautiful phenomena termed the colours 
of thin plates or films, due to internal reflections, and their accord- 
ance or discordance, of which the colours of the soap-bubble, of oil 
or tar on water, and the flashing colours on insects’ wings are well- 
known examples. The circular bands of colour termed ‘‘ Newton's 
rings’’ were produced by him with a lens of small curvature in 
optical contact with a plane surface of glass, and a film of air 
between them, which gradually augmented in thickness from the 
point of contact outward. 

Mr. W. H. Perkin, F.R.S., at the evening meeting, on Friday, 
the 14th inst., gave a discourse on the Newest Artificial Colouring 
Matters, copiously illustrated by experiments and brilliant speci- 
mens of the colouring matters an dyed fabrics. In his intro- 
ductory remarks he alluded to coal-tar as an oily fluid formed by 
the destructive distillation of coal, and originally a great nuisance 
to the gas manufacturer; and referred to a diagram containing a 
list of forty-nine substances which have been separated from it, 
among which is aniline. He then referred to the discovery of this 
substance in indigo by Unverdorben, in 1826; its subsequent dis- 
covery in the distillation of coal by Runge; and its production 
from nitro-benzol by Zizin. While endeavouring to convert this 
artificial base aniline into the natural alkaloid quinine, Mr. Perkin 
obtained 9 perfectly black product, which, when purified, dried, and 
digested with spirits of wine, gave the celebrated mauve dye, in 
1856. As indigo was too expensive a material to deal with, and the 
purification of the aniline obtained from coal-tar a very difficult 


process, recourse was had to nitro-benzol, produced by the action 
of pouring nitric —_ y= benzol, a a a

the manufacture of this nitro-benzole, and its conversion into 
aniline when treated with iron and acetic acid, by the influence of 
hydrogen gas in the nascent state, was described and illustrated.

1727, the happy idea occurred that the apparent motions of certain 
fixed stars might be due to the gradual propagation of light com- 
bined with the motion of the earth in its orbit—a phenomenon 
termed the aberration of light. The maximum of aberration 
Bradley eventually calculated to be 20sec., which has been 
somewhat modified by later astronomers. On this most 
important discovery is based our present knowled of 
the true position of the fundamental stars. In relation to 
this subject, Professor Grant next described another of Bradley’s 
discoveries—the nutation or oscillatory movement of the earth’s 
axis, due to the moon’s attraction on the equatorial protuberance. 
He then explained the process by which astronomers, by their 
knowledge of the velocity of the earth in its orbit and its distance 
from the sun, had been enabled to determine the velocity of light 
to be 185,172 miles in a second (Foucault). He then proceeded to 
relate how the propér motion of the stars had been observed and 
determined by successive inclu Halley, Cassini, 
Mayer, and especially by William Herschel, Struve, and Airy.
